In the very exclusive set of Paris, a 


certain well-known dancer is reported j 
to be reaping a harvest He teaches; 
stately French' dames witli mature j 
daughters and very young girls who | 
have not yet been introduced to'so- 
ciety. For such lessons he is said to, 
receive 250 francs, or $50. 


Teach ^American Dances. 


One of the largest revueS now show- 


ing in Paris has announced the in- 
clusion of a special dancing act in 
which American dances will be taught 
from the stage by an American couple, 
both well-known dancers in New York. 
On the famous Boulevard des Champs 
Elysees two salons have been opened 
and on several nights in tlie week one 
may see a long line of motors and tux- 
icabs drawn up in front of these es- 
tablishments waiting to carry home the 
Parisian business man, his wife and, 
daughter who have been spending the 
evening in learning to dance. 
• And as in everything else which has 
to jo with pleasure, the French people 
have entered into the spirit of. the 
dance with all the joyousness of youth 
and are having great fun In learning' 
the American steps. Four years was 
a long-time to abstain from dancirig/ 
but the French faithfully observed' the 
rule against dancing in wartime. Now 
that Germany has been defeated and 
the signing of/peace not far distant 
they feel they are justified in resum- 
ing dancing.

farm flock of sheep calls for comparj- 
Uvely small demands upon farm la- 
tter. The labor cost per dollar's worth 
itf-wooi or lamb is lower than for any 
irther farm animal product. Yet, while 
slieep raising does not necessitate ex- 
pensive equipment or heavy labor, it 
Joes require study and'continuous at- 
tention. Howevier, the .effects of'the 
reduced supply' of available farm la- 
bor, brought about by the drain upon 
it by the army and war industries, may 
be counteracted in part by the adop- 
tion, where possible, of one or more 
of the following suggestions:

Saving Labor for Their Owner. 


cornfields. This practice has proved 
•very satisfactory in many states. It, 
of course, necessitates purchases in 
the fall and marketing in December or 
January, and is, therefore, adaptable 
on a large scale only to such farms or 
sections as are in a position ,to make I 
a practice of speculative feeding of I 
live stock, as few farms at present' 
raise a sufficient number of lambs to 
harvest the grain from a large acreage 
of com. 


A larger use of forage crops for fat- 


tening meat stock can be adopted^vith 
a saving of labor. This plan permits 
the putting on of large gains with 
crops which are harvested entirely; by 
the animals .themselves.

In many sections fall-sown* wheat 


and rye can be grazed by sheep,1 there- 
by making a great saving in winter 
feed as well as in the labor of feeding. 
In sections Buch as Tennessee this 
practice has become very general, and 
is found to work exceedingly well in 
the production of winter wheat. 


Self-feeders for the feeding of hny 


to fatten sheep and lambs can be used 
to good advantage.

-In .range sections considerable win- 
ter labor can be economized and great- 
er eafety eecured by the distribution 
of supplies of feed .to strategic points 
ion the winter range. Corn, cottonseed 
cake, or velvet beans can be stored 
Jn metal granaries at points which will 
permit ol their ready distribution to 
lie stock in case of storms, which com- 
jfionjy. make it Impossible to get feed 
to the stock from the nearest railroad 
points.. In the event of a very open 
winter this feed may deteriorate dur- 
ing the following summer. In most 
sections, however, the climate is suf- 
ficiently dry to allow it to remain in 
storage for use-in good condition dur- 
ing the second winter. 


In the past, injury has been done by 


advocating sheep raising on lands 
where little or no labor or attention 
ia needed and farms are thereby 
cleaned of weeds. .So far as their ap- 
petite for weeds is concerned, sheep 
may be.regarded-to some extent as 
scavengers. They will .eat most weeds 
and on any farm will reduce greatly 
(he amount of land labor needed to 
hold weeds in check on the areas of 
pasture and. grain crops. It is.a 'mis- 
take, however, to advocate the raising 
of sheep where the main interest is in 
weed control.. 
. 


While the labor required for sheep 


production is continuous, .it is not 
heavy, and if properly supervised pan 
well be performed-by boys or age/l 
men incapable of other kinds at. farm 
labor, and by.girls, and women. Sheep 
management .can .be"learned and un- 
derstood and the labor performed by 
anyone.'who', is willing to observe care- 
fully and'think and-attend to-the.de- 
tails as attention is required.''

They are capitalized for only $71 ,000 a mile— much 
less than their actual value. Seventy-one thousand 
dollars today will buy one locomotive. 
English railways are capitalized at $274,000 a mile; 
the French at $155,000; German $132,000; even in 
Canada (still in pioneer development) they are 
capitalized at $67,000 a mile. The average for all 
foreign countries, is, $100,000. 


Low capitalization and high operating efficiency 
have enabled American railroads to pay the high- 
est wages while charging the lowest rates.
